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Health Planning 


Tile nation that sent men to the moon and 
back, that produced the first atomic bomb and 
that has scored so many spectacular achieve­ 
ments in science has a long* way to go to estab­ 
lish world supremacy in the health of its citi­ 
zens . 
This was forcefully illustrated in a lecture 
in the Upper Peninsula by Dr, Andrew Hunt 
Jr., dean of the Michigan State University Col­ 
lege of Human Medicine. Dr. Hunt pointed out 
that the United States ranks 12th among na­ 
tions in female life expectancy, I 1th in male life 
expectancy and “about 16th” in infant mortal­ 
ity. 
In Michigan, a state that is not notorious 
for substandard living conditions, there are areas 
in Detroit, Grand Rapids and Lansing where the 
infant death rate is IOO per 1,000 live births, 
“similar to the rate in some African states/’ Dr. 
Hunt declared. The average for the United States 
is 25 deaths per 1,000 live births. 
Dr. Hunt called these “miserable data” and 
said they are “largely due to discrepancies in 
health and survival rates of blacks vs. whites 
and of poor vs. rich.” Among other major health 
problems in the United States he cited the short­ 
age of physicians in some areas (“as doctors are 
dying or retiring in rural Michigan, thev’re not 
being replaced”) and high medical costs. 
“Hospital costs and costs of health care in 
general are increasing at about twice the rate 
of other cost indices in the United States,” the 
physician-educator said, “and there seems to be 
no evidence that the medical or hospital profes­ 
sions or any other profession, if left to itself, 
will solve the problem.” 


* 
* 
* 
Dr. Hunt didn’t seem to have the solution to 
the problem, either, although he placed much 
stress on comprehensive health planning an d 
traced the attempted solutions that led up to 
this concept. (Dr. Hunt also happens to be chair­ 
man of the State Comprehensive Health Plan­ 
ning Advisory Council.) 
Since 1912, he said, the federal government 
has had “a kind of policy that those who couldn’t 
pay for medical care would receive it with some 
kind of federal support.” 
In 1917, the American Medical Association 
surprisingly recommended national health in­ 
surance, but after World War I, the AMA “be­ 
gan to move into a more conservative position.” 
The Medicare effort was begun in the early 
1960s and culminated with enactment of the 
program for aiding tile elderly later in the dec­ 
ade. 
Meanwhile, the comprehensive health plan­ 
ning program was enacted in 1966, along with 
the regional medical program to provide medi­ 
cine give better service to heart, cancer and 
stroke patients. 
“There was recognition that health is a 
right of all American citizens and not a privilege 
of those who can pay for it,” Dr. Hunt said, and 
“it was inevitable that health planning became 
an integral part of society.” 


*

* 
Basically, comprehensive health planning 
seeks to place the decision-making force for 
health care at the local level. It fosters the in­ 
volvement of local citizens in the decision-mak­ 
ing process and it tries to guarantee a greater 
voice for the users of health services (the con­ 
sumers) by giving them more positions on health 
planning councils than are allotted to those who 
are professionals in the health field (the provid­ 
ers of health services.) 
This attempt to establish grass roots con­ 
trol over health services is commendable. But 
like so many programs that hold great promise 
on paper, this one bogs down in the world of 
reality. 
In the final analysis, the federal and state 
governments retain control over the program 
through financing. It order to obtain funding, 
local planning councils m u s t beat their way 
through a bureaucratic morass and try to com­ 
ply with standards that sound like a Chinese 
puzzle-maker’s nightmare. Local councils find 
themselves frequently thwarted by actions tak­ 
en on the state level. 
The concept of comprehensive community 
health planning remains sound. The execution 
of the concept, however, shows much room for 
improvement. When the necessary refinements 
have been made, comprehensive health planning 
may well justify the faith people like Dr. Hunt 
have placed in it.

The China Lobby—meaning,

REMOVE DEAD SALMON 
Mr. Warren Lee (Letters to 
the Press, March 5) says he is 
greatly alarmed over the plant­ 
ing of salmon in the east and 
west branches of the Whitefish 
River. 
I try to think of myself as a 
true sportsman and I, myself, 
cannot see “the art of fishing 
coho,” but I do not quite con­ 
sider it a “comedy.” To me it is 
the only answer to a very bad 
problem. 
As a sportsman and a trout 
fisherman, along with general 
fishing, I really try to see the 
non-trout man’s problem . . . 
That is the shad problem. 
I travel a large number of 
streams that feed into the lake 
and have seen and caught shad 
minnows several miles from the 
big lake. Will these shad min­ 
nows eat the fry of trout and 
other fish? After they have 
about cleaned out everything 
smaller than they are in the 
streams they drop down the 
stream to the big lake and con­ 
tinue to destroy 
game 
fish 
spawn and fry. When that’s 
gone they then move into deep 
water to feed. 
The coho and king are the 
only means of getting rid of the 
shad. So, until there’s a better 
way, we have to make some 
sacrifices in order to do the most 
good for everyone . . . 
“Snagging?” 
No true fisherman likes to 
snag his fish and I don’t like 
to see it, either, but why waste 
the fish? If they are caught 
soon enough on their way up to 
spawn they are good eating. I 
know, I got several. Discolora­ 
tion does not mean they are no 
good . . . 
“Snagging’’ is the only way to 
catch these fish. True, I have 
caught about seven in the lake 
in six days of trolling eight or 
nine 
hours 
a 
day 
(in 
the 
mouth!. All the while, several 
hundred were jumping within 
eyesight of my boat. 
Every snagged fish is re­ 
moved from the river . , . and 
through our deep concern we 
fail to see the end result is far 
better for everyone. 
Now, if we really want to do 
something to help all sports 
fishermen, let’s all get together 
and stop the DNR from letting 
the salmon die and rot in the 
streams and lakes, polluting 
them. 
As they (DNR) said, the coho

One of the most valuable bid­ 
ding conventions ever devised 
is the Blackwood 
convention, 
by which a side can determine 
how many aces or kings it has. 
The chief trouble with Black­ 
wood is that players tend to 
use it to excess, showing such 
an absorbing interest in aces 
and kings that they lose sight 
of the main objective, which is 
how many tricks they can take. 
Blackwood 
should be used 
only in hands where a knowl­ 
edge of the number of aces and 
kings will determine the best 
final contract. If other factors 
are also 
important, 
such 
as 
voids, singletons, 
intermediate 
cards, trump length, and so on, 
the convention should not be 
used. Natural bidding is better 
in such hands. 
For a clear case of the prop­ 
er use of Blackwood, consider 
North’s four notrump 
bid 
in 
this deal. If his partner has 
two aces, North wants to be in 
six spades; if South has three 
aces, Nor til may well decide to 
undertake seven spades. And if 
South has only ane ace, North 
intends to stop at five spades. 
When the hand was actually 
played, South 
responded five 
hearts and North quite proper­ 
ly leaped to six spades. 
This fine contract would or­ 
dinarily have been made ex­ 
cept that West, who had listen­
